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PR A Produce# Hard-Headed, 
Realistic Plan to Save Live#

Anyone who has ventured far on the na­ 
tion’s highways in recent years has seen how 
frequently inadequate they are for the needs 
of today’s torrent of traffic. 
The 
country’s 
roads 
took 
an 
unmerciful 
pounding during World War II from the trans­ 
port of men and materials. 
And little has b een 
done since prewar days to repair or modernize 
them. 
On top of this, our b attered highways are 
carrying their heaviest load in history. 
More 
passenger vehicles and more trucks and b uses 
are in use than ever b efore. 
Most of them 
are b igger, too. 
The Pub lic Roads Administration now has a 
new plan to do something ab out it. 
Over a 
20-year span it would spend $11,266,000,000 to 
reb uild and ex tend U. S. highways in the 
sprawling interstate network. 
No spectacular nationwide web of high-speed 
iuperhighways is contemplated. 
What is pro­ 
posed instead is a painstaking item-b y-item 
improvement of the thousands of weak spots 
and danger points in the road system. 
Some 
the flaws the federal agency wants 
to eliminate: 
The b ad curves which it says occur ab out once 
in every two miles of the federal aid interstate 
system. 
The 667 unsafe b ridges and 8185 spans that 
are too narrow. 
The 21 dangerous tunnels, including six that 
engineers think should b e b y-passed b y new 
main routes. 
Some 17,000 miles of rural roads in the in­ 
terstate system which are less than the proper 
minimum width of 22 feet. 
The 21,000 potential death traps where high­ 
way visib ility is no limited that peril attends 
any b ut the most cautious driving maneuvers. 
Steady b ut relentless attack on all these 
weaknesses would not mean, however, that no 
attention would b e given to wholly new roads 
or even to some superhighways. 
The PHA’s plans call for construction of four- 
lane, divided highways mainly in city and 
sub urb an areas where the crush of traffic is 
heaviest. 
Big ex pressways in the open country 
would b e advocated only where there is special 
need, such as at b ridge approaches or the tops 
of high hills. 
The agency says planners b elieve small towns 
should b e b y-passed whenever possib le, b ut 
think motorists generally want to go through 
rather than around the larger cities. 
Hence, 
the program for urb an superhighways. 
The roads adm inistration’s views have not 
prevented construction of open road ex pressways 
like the Pennsylvania Turnpike, which is now 
b eing ex tended to reach from Philadelphia to 
the Ohio line. But the agency nevertheless rates 
this type of highway as generally wasteful, 
especially when it is a costly toll road. 
Congress must act on the PRA’s program and 
we think it ought to command the lawmakers’ 
respectful attention. 
In these days of ex pan­ 
sive planning in Washington, it would have 
b een easy for the agency to come up with a 
dazzling b ut utterly impractical prospectus. 
In- 
itead it has produced a hard-headed realistic 
plan that looks like a sound investment in life- 
saving.

Sum m er W eather Seems to 
Breed W orld Catastrophes

WASHINGTON, July 19 — Summer is not a 
time when the American pub lic likes to worry 
ab out prob lems. 
Nor is summer a time when 
a newspaper columnist particularly likes to 
write ab out them. 


For reasons unknokn, however, fate has seen 
to It that some of the world’s worst catastrophes 
were catapulted upon us at a time when our 
primary concern was b aseb all, b eaches, and 
b athing b eauties. 


It was July, 19 14, that the Serb s saw fit to 
assassinate Austrian Archduke Franz Ferdi­ 
nand, thus precipitating World War I. 
It was 
the summer of 19 38 that Hitler started his cam­ 
paign to swallow Czechoslovakia. 
It was the 
following summer of 19 39 that b egan World 
War II. 
And, perhaps even more significant, it 
was the summer of 29 31 that b egan the Euro­ 
pean 
economic 
crisis 
that put 
Hitler 
into 
power. 


There are certain similarities b etween that 
financial crisis of 19 31 and the present British 
financial crisis. 
And, despite b aseb all and hot 
weather, it will pay us to watch them. 
Between 19 21 and 19 31, the United States 
had poured several b illion dollars into Europ­ 
ean reconstruction in the same general way we 
have poured money into Europe since V-E 
day. 
The money, of course, was advanced b y 
private b ankers, not the government; b ut since 
the b ankers sold their b onds to the unsuspect­ 
ing pub lic, actually it was paid b y the Am­ 
erican people in the end. 


Furthermore, much of our money went to 
Germany, which actually used it to pay repara­ 
tions to France and England. 
So, in real fact, 
we were the main support of our allies, just as 
we are today through the Marshall plan. 
How Hitler Rose 
Eventually, and all too slowly, even the 
b ankers, 
after 
repeated 
earnings 
from 
the 
government, woke up to the fact that their 
long-term loans to Central Europe were a poor 
risk. 
And in the spring of 19 31, falling prices 
in the U. S. A., plus the continued cra.shing 
of the market, dried up the flow of funds 
across the Atlantic. 
Immediately the b anks in 
Austria and Germany b egan to tremb le. 
It was the British in 19 31 — as in 19 49 — 
who first called upon the U. S. A. for aid. 
Their money, perhaps even more than ours, 
was invested in Central Europe; so they asked 
for a moratorium on all reparations b y Ger­ 
many to them and all w ar-deb t payments b y 
them to ue. 
Then as now, the secretary of the treasury, 
Andrew Mellon, crossed the Atlantic, for con- 
.ferences. 
Then as now, the British urged that 
the United States save the day. 
We did — for the time b eing. President Hoo­ 
ver declared a moratorium on all deb t and 
reparations payments — for two years. 
This, however, was only temporary. The eco­ 
nomic crisis drifted — drifted and deepened. 
With depression comes political unrest. 
And 
one year later a fuehrer had raised his head in 
Germany. 
A few months after that, he had 
stepped into power. 
All disarmament stopped. 
The League of 
Nations b egan to disintegrate. 
It was now only 
a m atter of time b efore war was inevitab le. 
There are a lot of differences b etween the 
first cracks in the world’s economy in 19 31 and 
the first cracks to show in 19 49 . 
But the main 
ob ject lesson to b e rememb ered is: Depression 
b reeds unrest, and enough unrest b reeds war. 
Remedies For England 
Today England — and western Europe — is 
in just ab out the same b oat — faces the fol­ 
lowing alternatives: 
1. 
Do nothing and go b roke. 
2. 
Beg for more aid from the United States 
and b ecome a poor pensioner. 
3. 
Improve plants and production. 
This has 
not b een done to any great ex tent with Mar­ 
shall plan money, despite outmoded factories 
which make most European goods cost more 
than ours. 
4. 
Negotiate tight, two-way b arter deals, 
such 
as 
the 
British - Argentine 
trade 
pact; 
though these usually b oomerang in the end. 
5. 
Trade with Russia and the Iron Curtain 
countries. 
The latter alternative is the one which has 
recently tempted the British to the tune of a 
1,000,000-ton wheat deal. 
It also contains dan­ 
gerous potentialities for undermining the chief 
political o b j e c t i v e of the Marshall plan — 
b locking Communism. 
For it is doub tful whe­ 
ther any memb er of Congress would have vot­ 
ed a nickel into the Marshall plan kitty with­ 
out the promise that it would check the west­ 
ward march of Russian Communism. 
Moderate trade with Russia through normal 
channels is not going to b ring Communism 
westward. 
But the trade that Russia wants is 
not going to b e normal. 
It will b e b arter — 
and with all sorts of strings attached. 
In fact, 
the b arter deals which a depression-worried 
western Europe makes with Iron Curtain coun­ 
tries must inevitab ly lead to two things; 
j 
A. 
The economics of the Iron Curtain coun- 
j 
tries, now dangerously low, will b e revived. 
It should b e rememb ered that depression b e­ 
hind the Iron Curtain has b een one reason for j 
Tito’s reb ellion and for the restlessness of the , 
Czech, 
Polish. 
Hungarian 
populations. 
New 
trade deals, therefore, would b e a lifesaver to j 
the Soviet. 
B. 
Any ex pansive east-west trade will di­ 
rect Europe’s political thinking toward Russia, 
not the 
U. S. 
A. 
The Moscow radio 
would ^ 
make the most of it. 
The 
Communist parties 
of France and Italy would hail it as a majoi 
victory — as it would b e. 
Furthermore, if depid'ssioii should deepen in 
Europe, as it did in 19 31-32. riots and revolu­ 
tions are inevitab le. 
That is the kind of cli­ 
mate m which fuehrers aie b ied. 
That is also 
the kind of development Moscow has 
b een 
longing for. 
Fortunately the Marshall plan still has more 
than three years to run. 
Furthermore, the 
British financial scare has come early — in ' 
lime for the Marshall planners to prob e into 
I 
Europe’s b asic economy — b y improving fac- , 
tory methods, b reaking down b oundaries and * 
b uilding toward an unrestricted United Sta’es 
of Europe

One of the two most important 
venereal diseases, syphilis, seems 
to b e b ecoming a less serious pro­ 
b lem as time goes on. 
It is still, 
however, the cause of much suf­ 
fering. 
Perhaps b eyond all other 
diseases syphilis can 
produce 
a 
wide variety of 
symptoms. 
Be 
cause it is now less common and 
b ecause it is more often treated 
early and more vigorously, there 
IS reason to hope that eventually 
it will b e conquered. 
The first symptom is as a rule a 
local sore. This is usually followed 
in a few weeks b y a mild skin 
rash. 
Later syphilis may attack 
almost any portion of the b ody. It 
is responsib le for some cases of 
heart disease and b lood vessel dis­ 
orders. 
It frequently affects the 
nervous system and is the cause 
of a condition, the common name 
of which is locomotor atax ia. 
It 
may attack the b rain and cause 
mental symptoms. 
Blood Test 
Ex cept in 
the 
earliset 
stage, 
diagnosis is b est made b y an ex ­ 
amination of the b lood which is 
called the Wassermann test or one 
of the newer methods of a some­ 
what similar nature. 
This test 
turns up many cases of the dis­ 
ease which have b een entirely un­ 
noticed. 
The most important method oi 
controlling 
syphilis 
is 
to start 
treatm ent early. Modern methods 
of treatment can usually prevent 
its spread to others very rapidly 
even though this does not mean 
that the patient is cured 
The prob lem of ex actly how to| 
treat the disease is complicated. 
Penicillin 
will 
certainly 
free 
someone with the early contagi­ 
ous form from the danger of in-; 
fecting others quite rapidly. It is 
not. however, ab solute certain as 
yet whether thi.« will cure the 
disease or not. 
For these reasons 
the complete treatment for syphi­ 
lis.

ist's death in Detroit this 
morning.

DETROIT, July 


Justice Frank Murphy of the 
United States S u p r e m e 
Court died here today of a 
heart attack. He was 59. 


The jurist, appointed to 


the high tribunal in 1940, 
had been ill in Henry Ford 
hospital for about a week. 
His condition had not been 
considered serious. 


Murphy's Supreme Court ser 


vice was marked by numerou 
dissenting opinions in the libera 
tradition. A religious man, he hac 
a devout faith in democracy anc 
saw in each decision another ste;

PRA Produces Hard-Headed, 
Realistic Plan to Save Lives 


By Bruce Biossat 


Anyone who has ventured far on the na- 


tion's highways in recent years has seen how 
frequently inadequate they are for the needs 
of today's torrent of traffic. 


The country's 
roads 
took an 
unmerciful 


pounding during World War II from the trans- 
port of men and materials. And little has been 
done since prewar days to repair or modernize 
them. 


On top of this, our battered highways are 


carrying their heaviest load in history. 
More 


passenger vehicles and more trucks and buses 
are in use than ever before. 
Most of them 


are bigger, too. 


The Public Roads Administration now has a 


new plan to do something about it. 
Over a 


20-year span it would spend $11,266,000,000 to 
rebuild and axtend U. S. highways in the 
sprawling interstate network. 


No spectacular nationwide web of high-speed 


•uperhighways is contemplated. What is pro- 
posed instead is a painstaking item-by-item 
improvement of the thousands of weak spots 
«nd danger points in the road system. 


Some of the flaws the federal agency wants 


to eliminate: 


The bad curves which it says occur about once 


in every two miles of the federal aid interstate 
system. 


The 687 unsafe bridges and 8185 spans that 


are too narrow. 


The 31 dangerous tunnels, including six that 


engineers think should be by-passed by new 
main routes. 


Some 17,000 miles of rural roads in the in- 


terstate system which are less than the proper 
minimum width of 22 feet. 


The 21,000 potential death traps where high- 


way visibility is no limited that peril attends 
any but the most cautious driving maneuvers. 


Steady but relentless attack on all these 


•weaknesses would not mean, however, that no 
attention would be given to wholly new roads 
or even to some superhighways. 


The PHA's plans call for construction of four- 
lane, divided highways mainly in city and 


suburban areas where the crush of traffic is 
heaviest. 'Big expressways in the open country 
would be advocated only where there is special 
need, such as at bridge approaches or the tops 
of high hills. 


The agency says planners believe small towns 


should be by-passed whenever possible, but 
think motorists generally want to go through 
rather than around the larger cities. 
Hence, 


the program for urban superhighways. 


The roads administration's views have not 


prevented construction of open road expressways 
like the Pennsylvania Turnpike, which is now 
being extended to reach from Philadelphia to 
the Ohio line. But the agency nevertheless rates 
this type of highway as generally wasteful, 
especially when it is a costly toll road. 


Congress must act on the PRA's program and 


we think it ought to command the lawmakers' 
respectful attention. In these days of expan- 
sive planning in Washington, it would have 
been easy for the agency to come up with a 
dazzling but utterly impractical prospectus. In- 
itead it has produced a hard-headed realistic 
plan that looks like a sound investment in life- 
saving.

Summer Weather Seems to 
Breed World Catastrophes 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, July 19 — Summer is not a 


time when the American public likes to worry 
about problems. 
Nor is summer a time when 


a newspaper 
columnist particularly likes to 


write about them. 


For reasons unknokn, however, late has seen 


to it that some of the world's worst catastrophes 
were catapulted upon us at a time when our 
primary concern was baseball, beaches, and 
bathing beauties. 


It was July, 1914, that the Serbs saw fit to 


assassinate Austrian Archduke Franz Ferdi- 
nand, thus precipitating World War I. It was 
the summer of 1938 that Hitler started his cam- 
paign to swallow Czechoslovakia. It was the 
following summer of 1939 that began World 
War II. And, perhaps even more significant, it 
was the summer of 1931 that began the Euro- 
pean 
economic crisis that put Hitter into 


power. 


There are certain similarities between that 


financial crisis of 1931 and the present British 
financial crisis. 
And, despite baseball and hot 


weather, it will pay us to watch them. 


Between 1921 and 1931, the United States 


had poured several billion dollars into Europ- 
ean reconstruction in the same general way we 
have poured money into Europe since V-E 
day. 
The money, of course, was advanced by 


private bankers, not the government; but since 
the bankers sold their bonds to'the unsuspect- 
ing public, actually it was paid by the Am- 
erican people in the end. 


Furthermore, much of our money went to 


Germany, which actually used it to pay repara- 
tions to France and England. So, in real fact, 
we were the main support of our allies, just as 
we are today through the Marshall plan. 
How Hitler Rose 
Eventually, 
and all too slowly, even the 


bankers, 
after 
repeated 
earnings 
from 
the 


govarnment, woke up to the fact that their 
long-term loans to Central Europe were a poor 
risk. And in the spring of 1931, falling prices 
in the U. S. A., plus the continued crashing 
of the market, dried up the flow of funds 
across the Atlantic. Immediately the banks in 
Austria and Germany began to tremble. 


It was the British in 1931 — as in 1949 — 


who first called upon the U. S. A. for aid. 
Their money, perhaps even more than ours, 
was invested in Central Europe; so they asked 
for a moratorium on all reparations by Ger- 
many to them and all war-debt payments by 
them to us. 


Then as now, the secretary of the treasury, 


Andrew Mellon, crossed the Atlantic, for con- 
.ferences. Then as now, the British urged that 
the United States save the day. 


We did — for the time being. President Hoo- 


ver declared a moratorium on all debt and' 
reparations payments — for two years. 


This, however, was only temporary. The eco- 


nomic crisis drifted — drifted and deepened. 
With depression comes political unrest. 
And 


one year later a fuehrer had raised his head in 
Germany. 
A few months after that, he had 


stepped into power. 


All disarmament stopped. 
The League of 


Nations began to disintegrate. It was now only 
a matter of time before war was inevitable. 


There are a lot of differences between the 


first cracks in the world's economy in 1931 and 
the first cracks to show in 1949. But the main 
object lesson to be remembered is: Depression 
breeds unrest, and enough unrest breeds war, 
Remedies For England 
Today England — and western Europe — is 


in just about the same boat — faces the fol- 
lowing alternatives: 


1. Do nothing and go broke. 
2. Beg for more aid from the United States 


and become a poor pensioner. 


3. Improve plants and production. This has 


not been done to any great extent with Mar- 
shall plan money, despite outmoded factories 
which make most European goods cost more 
than ours. 


4. 
Negotiate tight, two-way barter deals, 


such as the British - Argentine trade pact; 
though these usually boomerang in the end. 


5. Trade with Russia and the Iron Curtain 


countries. 


The latter alternative is the oiie which has 


recently tempted the British to the" tune of a 
1,000,000-ton wheat deal. It also contains dan- 
gerous potentialities for undermining the chief 
political o b j e c t i v e of the Marshall plan — 
blocking Communism. For it is doubtful whe- 
ther any member of Congress would have vot- 
ed a nickel into the Marshall plan kitty with- 
out the promise that it would check the west- 
ward march of Russian Communism. 


Moderate trade with Russia through normal 


channels is not going to bring Communism 
westward. But the trade that Russia wants is 
not going to be normal. 
It will be barter — 


and with all sorts of strings attached. In fact, 
the barter deals which a depression-worried 
western Europe makes with Iron Curtain coun- 
tries must inevitably lead to two things: 


A. The economics of the Iron Curtain coun- 


tries, now dangerously low, will be revived. 
It should be remembered that depression be- 
hind the Iron Curtain has been one reason for 
Tito's rebellion and for the restlessness of the 
Czech, Polish. Hungarian populations. 
New 


trade deals, therefore, would be a lifesaver to 
the Soviet, 


B. 
Any expansive east-west trade will di- 


rect Europe's political thinking toward Russia, 
not the U. S. A. 
The Moscow radio would 


make the most of it. 
The Communist parties 


of France and Italy would hail it as a major 
victory — as it would be. 


Furthermore, if depression should deepen in 


Europe, as it did in 1931-32, riots and revolu- 
tions are inevitable. 
That i.s the kind of cli- 


mate in which fuehrers are bred. That is also 
the kind of development Moscow has been 
longing for. 


Fortunately the Marshall plan still has more 


than three years to run. 
Furthermore, the 


British financial scare has come early — in 
time for the Marshall planners to probe into 
Europe's basic economy — by improving fac- 
tory methods, breaking down boundaries and 
building toward an unrestricted United States 
of Europe. 


If the danger flags are not needed imme- 


diately and 
vigorously, however, 1949 could 


turn out to be another 1931.

Early Treatment is 
Important In Control 
of Social Dis ease

One of the two most importan 


venereal diseases, syphilis, seems 
to be becoming a less serious pro- 
blem as time goes on. It is still 
however, the cause of much suf- 
fering. Perhaps, beyond all other 
diseases syphilis can produce a 
wide variety of symptoms. 
Be 


cause it is now less common anc 
because it is more often treatec 
early and more vigorously, there 
is reason to hope that eventually 
it will be conquered. 


The first symptom is as a>rule a 


local sore. This is usually followed 
in a few weeks by a mild skin 
rash. 
Later Syphilis may attack 


almost any portion of the body. 1 
is responsible for some cases o: 
heart disease and blood vessel dis- 
orders. It frequently affects the 
nervous system and is the cause 
of a condition, the common name 
of which is locomotor ataxia. 
It 


may attack the brain and cause 
mental symptoms. 
Blood Test 
Except in the earliset 
stage 


diagnosis is best made by an ex- 
amination of the blood which i: 
called the Wassermann test or one 
of the newer methods of a some- 
what similar nature. 
This tesl 


turns up many cases of the dis- 
ease which have been entirely un- 
noticed. 


The most important method oJ 


controlling syphilis 
is to start 


treatment early. Modern methods 
oi treatment can usually prevenl 
its spread to others very rapidly 
even though this does not mean 
that the patient is cured. 


The problem of exactly how to 


treat the disease is complicated. 
Penicillin 
will 
certainly 
free 


someone with the early contagi- 
ous form from the danger ol in- 
fecting others quite rapidly. It is 
not, however, absolute certain as 
yet whether this will cure the 
disease or not. For these reasons 
the complete treatment for syphi- 
lis.

Refreshing The Water In 
The Lake At Liberty Park 


The lake at Liberty park has 


become somewhat of a problem 
during the warm weather of the 
past few months, with large num- 
bers of fish dying and excessive 
amounts 
of marine 
vegetation 


growing in th* water. 


Leo Bopp, a member of the Se- 


dalia park board, went to Jeffer- 
son City, Saturday, to consult with 
officers of the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission in an effort to 
liaarn methods of correcting condi- 
tions at the lake. 
Mr. Bopp re- 


ported that the commission offered 
suggestions and promised its help 
in the matter. 


Monday afternoon, the Sedalia 


fire department took its auxiliary 
pump to the lake and spent about 
seven hours in aerating the water 
by spraying it into the air, allow- 
ing the sunlight and air to purify 
it. This reactivating of the water 
puts more oxygen into it. Lack of 
oxygen was one cause of the death 
of the fish. It is estimated that 


up to 800 pounds of dead fish have 
been removed from the lake this 
summer. 
May Resort To Seininf 
Another problem it the over- 


population of fish. Mr. Bopp stat- 
ed that; some may have to be re- 
moved by seining, and that some 
of the less desirable species, such 
as goldfish, may be exterminated. 
The large amount of "scum" in the 
water may be treated later on with 
a chemical fertilizer, which the 
Conservation 
Commission 
said 


would remove the vegetation. The 
lake 
will probably 
be drained 


completely and cleaned later in 
the fall. 


One bad feature about the lake 


can be corrected quite easily it is 
pointed out—that throwing bon- 
es, watermelon rinds, and other 
sorts of picnic garbage into the 
water. This refuse has its proper 
recepticles in the park—garbage 
cans—and creates 
an 
unsightly 


nuisance in. the water.

In one year he spent $14,000,000 


to feed and house the city's job- 
less. To critics who accused him 
of extravagance, Murphy replied 
that he probably had saved Da- 
troit from rioting 
and looting. 


Anyway, he said he had saved that 
much and probably more by econ- 
omies. He was reelected as mayor. 


Murphy resigned in the spring 


of 1933 to accept appointment as 
governor general of the Philip- 
pines and remained in that office 
and as U. S. high commissioner 
until 1936. In that year President 
Roosevelt had him return to the 
United States so he could run for 
governor of Michigan. 


Soon after his defeat for reelec- 


tion as governor, Murphy was ap- 
pointed U. S. Attorney general by 
President Roosevelt. That was in 
1939.

LEWES, England, July 19—i 


—Britain's accused vampire killer 
John George Haigh, was quote 
in court Monday as admitting t 


• police he slew nine persons, dran 


their blood and then dissolved th 
bodies in a bubbling acid brew. 


The statement was read 'at th 


opening of Haigh's murder tria 
by his lawyer,' who asked the jur 
for a "special verdict" of guilty 
but insane. 


Haigh, 39, a handsome, wel 


groomed businessman, went o; 
trial for 
one killing—that of 
; 


wealthy widow last February. H 
entered a formal plea of innocen 
to the murder charge. 


Attorney General Sir Hartlej 


Shawcross, the prosecutor, con 
tended that Haigh was sane at th 
time he is accused of murderin 
Mrs. Olive Duran D. Deacon, 69 
in hi* factory warehouse last Feb 
18. 


Shacross charged the murde 


was "carefully premediated fo 
gain." 


Outlining his defense of insan 


ity, Defense Attorney Sir Davic 
"Maxwell Fyfe read lengthy state 
ments he said Haigh made to po 
lice confessing he killed Mrs 
Durand-Deacon and eight others 
drinking their blood before dis- 
solving the bodies in acid. 


In Haigh's purported statemen 


read by Sir David, he said h 
lured Mrs. Durand-Deacon to a 
fuburban factory warehouse and 
shot her in the back of the neck 


"Then I fetched in a drinking 


glass and made an incision, 
think with a penknife, in the side 
of the neck and collected a gl; 
of blood, which I drank." 
Sacked Their Blood 
Although the legendary vam- 


pires of fiction sucked their vic- 
tims' blood while they slept, the 
case became widely known in 
Britain as the "Vampire Murder 
Case." The editor of London's 
tabloid Mirror was sentenced to 
three months in jail last March 
for contempt of court because o: 
sensational stories linking Haigh 
before his trial, with the bloody 
murders. 


The statements said the series oj 


killings began in 1944. 


The first victim mentioned was 


William McSwann, who according 
to Haigh's statement, was battered 
to death in 1944 in Haigh's apart- 
ment in Kensington, a London 
suburb. 
' 


"I hit him on the head with a 


cosh, (short club)" the statemenl 
•aid, ''and then withdrew a glas: 
of blood from his throat 
and 


drank it. He was dead within five 
minutes or so. I put him in a 40- 
gallon tank and disposea of him 
with acid." 


Haigh's statement said that in 


the following year "I took Mo- 
Swann's father, Donald, and his 
mother, Amy, to a basement I had 
rented and disposed.of them ex- 
actly the same way as the son. 


"The files of the McSwann's are 


at my hotel and will give details 
of the properties which I disposed 
of after their death. I have since 
got additional ration books by 
producing their identity cards."

tims were: 


Dr. Archibald Henderson, 52, 


wealthy retired physician who op- 
erated a doll's hospital as a hobby, 
killed at Crawley in 1948.

woman, about 35, killed in a Lon- 
don suburb in 1945.
